Workmen who were 
constructing the line in San An- 
tonio Heights have been trans- 
ferred to other districts.

Orig- 
imally the L. A. officials planned 
the transmission line between 
Hoover dam and Los Angeles 
along a route through the Up- 
Jand foothills. Efforts have been 
made to get the officials to 
change the line to a more south- 
erly route. An injunction suit 
was contemplated and a general 
citrus’ district =" wide campaign 
against the route was anticipat- 
ed.

Upland school children through 
a survey of tuberculosis now be- 
ing carried on jointly by the 
SERA and county health office 
under the direction of Dr. Edwin 
B. Godfrey, county health of- 
ficer. 


Highty per cent of the chil- 


tacted elsewhere will be allowed 
to have the tests, according to 
rports from principals of the 
schools. Permission slips are 
being signed by the parents. 

The tests are harmless and not 
a vaccination, Dr. Godfrey has 
explained. It is being given sole- 
ly to learn whether the child has 
tuberculosis or is a contact with 
tuberculosis. 

In explaining the seriousness 
of the tuberculosis conditions in 
San Bernardino, Harold P. Thore- 
son, county SERA director, de- 
clared that through the records 
and success of this projects sta- 
tistics will be compiled which 
‘will enable a satisfactory system 
| of prevention and control.
